2,041 ARE RESCUED 
BY HEROIC WORK 


Sailors in Small Boats 
Braved Choppy Surf to 
Carry Khaki-Clad Broth- 
ers to Safety. 


Fire Island, N. Y., January as 
Plans for removal tomorrow of 200 
seriously. wounded soldiers still 
aboard the stranded transport North- 
ern Pacific, were disrupted when a 
driving. northeast: snowstorm set in 
at 9:30 o’clock tonight. Coast guard 
officers feardéd that unless the storm 


take off the wounded men. 

As the blizzard developed the 
lights of the rescue fleet standing 
by outside the bar were obscured 
and even the powerful Fire Island 
light, visible under normal condi- 
tions: for ten miles, could not be 
seen. from the shore watch stations 
a mile away. 

Except for 200 wounded men, every 
one a veteran of Eurépean battle- 
fields and more than half of them 
helpless onistheir cots, all the 2,500 
soldiers who were passengers on 
the stranded army transport 
were safe ashore oor aboard 
naval vessels tonight at the 
close of the second day of one of the 
most remarkable marine rescues in 
the history of the Atlantic coast. 

When darkness began to fall, en- 
forcing suspension of transhipment 
operations, steam, motor and oar- 
propelled craft of the navy and 
coast guard hag taken off the liner 
2,041 troops, in addition to 250 sol- 
diers and Red Cross nurses car- 
ried ashore yesterday in surfboats 
and the breeches buoy. 

Neo Lives Lost. 

The operation was completed 
without an accident, except for the 
capsizing of a lifeboat, and without 
the loss of a single life. The hardy 
veterans of the Long Island coast 
guard, with hundreds of rescues to 
their credit during the past decade, 
won the honors in yesterday's res- 
cue work and performed valiant 
service in assisting the navy today. 
But it was the sailormen with 
sturdy boats skillfully maneuvered 
in a choppy surf who carried their 
khaki-clad brothers fn arms to safe- 
ty today. 

From early morning until dusk” 
the rescue craft—light crafe sub- 
marine chasers, power launches and 
whaleboats — plied between the 
stranded troopship and the flotilla | 
of cruisers, destroyers and tugs an- 
chored just outside the treacherous 
sand bars that brought the North- 
ern Pacific to grief within a mile 
of Fire Island light. 

The chasers, steaming in almost 
to the breakers, nosed against the 
steel sides of the liner and took off 
150 men at a time. 

Neo One Is Injured. 

Sixteen ladders were dropped over 
the transport’s bow, and down them 
the able-bodied soldiers scrambled. 
The wounded were lowered overside

SECRETARY BAKER 
URGES PURCHASE 


OF CANTONMENTS 


Sites of Camp Gordon and 
Similar Camps Should 
Be Held for Divisional 
Training Centers, He 

Says. 


NO DECISION REACHED 
ON UNIVERSAL SERVICE 


Not Planning to Keep a 
Large Army in Europe. 
Million More to Be Dis- 


charged in Five Weeks. ' 


Washington, January 3.—No de- 
cision has been reached by the war 
department on the question of uni- 
versal military service, Secretary 
Baker told the house military com- 
mittee today, and he indicated that 
no definite project for a perma- 
nent military establishment would 
be presented tg congress until the 
peace congress had concluded its 
work. 

‘When asked whether it would be 
netéssary to keep a large force in 
Europe for at least two years, the 
secretary said 

“We hope that is: not true; we are 
not planning for it.” 

The secretary’s statement was 
made. during a conference he sought 
with the committee in order to lay 
before it the question of disposi- 
tion to. be. made of the artillery 
training camps at Fayetteville, N. 
C.; Columbus, Ga., and West Point, 
Ky. He said it was necessary that 
a decision be reacheg@ as to whether 
these sites were ‘to be purchased 
for permanent camps and he was 
unwilling to proceed without the 
advice of congress. 


Weuld Buy Cantonments.

700,000 Men Discharged. 

He said -700,000 men had been 
discharged from the army since the 
armistice was signed and that an- 
other million men would be dis- 
charged within the next five weeks. 

Mr. Baker gave notice that a bill 
authorizing a regular army of 500,- 
000 men to be raised by voluntary 
enlistment would shortly be sub- 
mitted to congress, together ith 
estimates for appropriations. his 
army, he said, was in the nature 
of a temporary military establish- 
ment described as a “stop gap 
army.” which would tide over the 
period until peace is re-established. 


PROVISION FOR PURCHASE 
IN GORDON LEASE. 

Approximately 3,000 acres of land 
composing the big military reserva- 
tion at Camp Gordon are to be 
bought by the government for a per- 
manent army camp site, in the event 
that congress grants Secretary Ba- 
ker’s request for sufficient funds to 
purchase all cantonment sites, and 
steps are being taken to assure the 
co-operation of local authorities with 
the government in carrying out this 
project. 

The Atlatta Chamber of Com- 
merce has announced the appoint- 
ment of a committee of prominent 
local business men to aid the gov- 
ernment in this project. The com- 
‘rhittee includes Forrest Adair, Ivan 
Allen, Sam C. Dobbs and R. M. Ram- 
bo, all of whom are prominent in lo- 
cal business circles and who report 
that operations are already under 
way. 

The splendid railroad facilities of- 
fered by Camp Gordon, both in the 
way of being easily accessible to 
shifted bodies of troops and to sup- 
plies, the general convenience of its 
location and the health and sanita- 
tion of the present camp site will 
contribute largely to its selection as 
a@ permanent one. } 

The government now holds leases 
on about 3,000 acres of land at Camp 
Gordon, each lease. carrying an op- 
tion to purchase at a price specified. 
The provision will make it easy for 
the government to carry through 
any project it may entertain as to 
the purchase of leased tracts.

Returning Briton 
Denies Germans 


In Need of Food 


Population Is Healthier 
Than Before War and 
Harvests Bountiful, Re- 
ports Member of Naval 
Commission. 


London, January 3.—A long arti- 
cle written by a member of the al- 
lied naval commission in German 
waters on the subject of food con- 
ditions in north Germany is publish- 
ed by The Times. The writer is 
careful to point out he deals only 
with what various members of. the 
commission saw with their own eyes 
in a very considerable area and that 
he ignores hearsay evidence regard- 
ing other parts of Germany. 

“But if food conditions in the rest 
of Germany,” he goes on, “are not 
very much worse than in Oldenburg, 
Mecklenburg and _ Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, there is certainly no need 
for haste on the part of the allie 
in going to their relief I am con- 
fident that none of the score or 
more members of the various sub- 
commissions who covered many hun- 
dred miles of country and saw tens 
of thousands of the people at’ close 
range reported having noticed any 
evidence of palpable under-feeding 
among any of the’inhabitants. Jn- 
deed, they are of the unanimous 
opinion that the whole population, 
both urban and rural, in these re- 
gions have been and are being fed 
near enough to normal réquirenients 
to keep them at, full physical §igor. 
A member of the intelligence staff, 
who had spent many years in the 
country before the war, said: 

People Are Heakhier. 

“*You don’t see so many people 
with rolls of fat on them as you 
did five years ago, but you do see 
a healthier, hardier and generally 
more fit looking population.’ 

“The men in the dockyards and on

ADOO 1S QUIZZED 
ABOUT RAILROADS 


‘Does Not Believe in _. 
taining Control of Roads 
for 21 Months, | 


“Washington, January 3.—Diréctor 
General McAdoo, testifying today be- 
fore the senate interstate commerce 
committee at the opening of hear- 
ings on the future policy toward 
railroads, was subjected to a fire of 
questions by Senator Cummins, of 
Iowa, and Senator Kellogg, of Min- 
nesota, republicans, intended to de- 
velop why Mr. McAdoo believes it 
advisable to turn the roads back to 
private management as soon as pos- 
sible if congress does not extend 
the period of federa] control for five 
years. 

Both senators argued by implica- 
tion for retention by the govern- 
ment of the railroads for the full 21 
months after the declaration of 
peace, authorized by the existing 
law, and legislation meanwhile by 
congress to provide a*permanent so- 
lution of the railroad problem. 

MecAdoo’s Three Reasons. 

Mr. McAdoo gave three reasons 
why he does not believe ih retain- 
ing control of the roads -for 21 
months: 

That railroad companies already 
are challenging the authority”of the 
railroad administration to require 
them to purchase certain equip- 
ment and otherwise are not giving 
a full measure of co-operation: 

That some state railroad commis- 
sions threaten to dispute the right 
of the federal management to dic- 
tate intrastate rates in normal 
peace-times, and 

That the uncertainty of the fu- 
ture would cause a ferment within 
railroad organizations particularly 


i rent to morale of employees 
and officrs. 


To Senator Cummins’ comment 
that he thought it “little less than 
a crime to turn back the roads at 
an early date, with the standards of 
wages, material costs and rates as 
they are,” and that “unless the roads 
are given more time to prepare, it 
will be little short of “disastrous,” 
Mr. McAdoo replied: 

“IT cannot foresee such a situation 


}at all unless the state commissions, 


and the interstate commerce com- 
mission, ignoring the necessity for 
maintaining wages, and the rights 
of just ‘compensation, would reduce 
the rates unjustly. My idea of this 
problem is to stabilize conditions for 
five years, to play safe, and try out 
unified management for that long. 
Then we will know better how to 
deal with the railroad question.” o 
Against Public Ownership. 

Mr. McAdoo declared his inclina- 
tions had “always been against pub- 
lic ownership” and in favor of some 
sort of private ownership with 
strong unified control and that he 
was not in position to say whether 
government operation, private op- 
eration by railroads merged into 
regional monopolies, or diversified 
operation by each road under gov- 
eernment supervision would be pref- 
erable.

Wm. H. Albright Makes 
Plea ‘of Self-Defense in 
Statement Made at In- 


quest Held Friday. 


MRS. FEBUARY TELLS 
CAUSE OF THE KILLING 


Police Claim That They 
Found No Pistol on Vic- 
tim of Shooting When 
They Searched the Body. 


Within five minutes afer the cor- 
oner’s jury, at the inqyést which was 
held Friday afternoon over the body 
of Carlisle H. Christy, a soda dis- 
penser, of 80 East Ellis. street, 
who was shot and killed 
Thursday night, retired from the 
room the jurors returned with a 
verdict ordering William H, Al- 
bright, 24 years old, of 380° Peach- 
tree street, the self-confessed slay- 
er, held for further investigation by 
the grand jury of Fulton county, 
under the charge of murder. 

At the inquest, which was held at 
the chapel of Greenberg & Bond, 
and lasted two hours, Albright took 
the stand to enter a plea of self- 
defense, charging that the victim 
was in an intoxicated condition, 
had threatened him, and that he had 
every reason to believe that his life 
was im danger, when he fired, 

The shooting took place about 8 
o’clock Thursday night in front of 
the residenes of G. C. Febuary, 21 
Matthewson Place, following an in- | 
cident on the’ @treet car, when it is 
claimed that Christy annoyed Mrs. 
Febuary, insisting that she take 
he seat beside him on the car. 

Mrs. Febuary’s Statement. 

Mrs. Febuary testified that to 
prevent a scene she asked Albright, 
who is a friend of her husband, to 
sit beside her, and told him that 


The police stated that whei ter 
searched the body of ate no pis- 
tol was found. 

Albright’s statement at the 
quest was, in part, as follows: 

“My brother, G. B. Albright, who 
is a dentist:in Spencer, N. C., and I 
boarded a trolley car in the down- 
town district in order to go to Mr. 
Febuary’s home, where he had in- 
vited us to.come out far a game of 
set-back. The car was crowded 
when we first got on, but after we 
had gone some distance I looked 
around and.saw Mrs: Febuary, and 
the beckoned for me to come and sit 
beside her, which I did, while my 
brother took a seat in the front of 
the car. 

“As I sat down, I noticed on the 
seat in front of us a man who was 
apparently intoxicated. There was 
no one sitting beside him, and with- 
in a short time he looked around, 
and asked Mrs. Fehuary to come 
and sit with him. 

“He continually repeated his in- 
vitation, and when he started to 
get off I heard him say that Mrs. 
Febuary would be sorry for not 
sitting with him, and that I had no 
more right to sit with her than he 
ad 


in- 


“When we got off, realizing that 
he had been drinking, we walked to 
the rear. end of the car in order not 
to pass him, because I was afraid 
that he would shoot:me. I thought 
my brother would follow,“but he 
rode two blocks further., When we 
got off we were met at the car 
line by Mr. Febuary. Christy also 
got off and followed us about 150 
feet to the residence.

Committee Formed

New York, January 3.—A general 
citizens committee to welcome sol- 
diers returning through the port of 
New York, w organized here to- 
day under th chairmanship of 
Charles Stewart Davison. It is de- 
signed to supplant the welcoming 
committee appointed by Mayor Hy- 
lan with William Randolph Hearst 
as chairman. 

More than a dozen prominent New 
Yorkers have refused to serve on the 
mayor’s committee because of the 
publisher’s connection with it. They 
have asserted that because of the 
attitude of Mr, Hearst’s newspapers 
with reference to the war, they did 
not consider him a suitable person 
to head a committee to welcome 
home-coming soldiers.

Prussian Methods 
InU.S. MilitaryLaw 
Charges G. T. Page 


Military Justice’ Will Be 
Considered by American 
Bar Association, An- 
nounces President of Or- 
ganization. 


New York, January %.—Adminis- 
tration of military justice in the 
United States army will be one of 
the subjects comsidered at the an- 
nual meeting of the American Bar 
association. The executive commit- 
tee of the association, at a meeting 
here today, decided it is a subject 
which requires consideration and 
“probably some reformation.” 

In making ‘the announcement 
President George T. Page, of Peoria, 
Tll., gave out a statement in which 
he declared that the war has demon- 
strated “that our military laws and 
our system of administering mili- 
tary justice are unworth; of the 
name of law or justice.” The United 
States, he said, still is following 
rules copied from England in 1774, 
but which were abandoned long ago 
by Great Britain and which were 
better suited “to the armies of feudal 
times than to the citizen armies 
of a modern republic.” 

Punishments Outrageous. 

“My interest in this matter was 
aroused some time ago,” he said, 
“by stories of the outrageous punish- 
ments meted out by our court-mar- 
tials for comparatively slight 


ishments are not only grossly harsh, 
as compared with the penalties im- 
posed for like offenses by our crimi- 
nal courts, but they also differ so 
widely that we find the same of- 
fense punished in one court-martial 
by 25 years in the penitentiary and 
in another by six months’ punish- 
ment in disciplinary barracks. 

“A boy overstaying his leave, or 
yielding to a natural impulse to go 
home for Christmas, is charged, not

HOOVER WILL RUN 


-ALRELEF WORK 


ee Ree iowa 


+ Appointed DiFector of In- 
ternational Organization 
for Relief of Liberated 
Countries, Both Neutral 
and Enemy. 


Paris, January 3.— President 
Wilson has named Herbert C. Hoov- 
er director general of an interna- 
tional organization for the relief of 
liberated countries, both neutral and 
enemy. Norman Davis, formerly on 
the staff of Oscar T. Crosby, special 
commissioner of finance for the 
United States in Europe, will act as 
Mr. Hoover's assistant. 

This announcement was made to- 
day by the American peace commis- 
sion in a statement which says that 
the designation of Mr. Hoover to 
take charge of the relief work is in 
conformity with the request of the 
allied governments that the United 
States take a'predominating part in 
the organization and direction of 
relief measures. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Upon President Wilson’s arrival 
the results of the investigations of 
the United States and allied gov- 
ernment officials into the food sit- 
uation of the liberated countries, 
neutral and enemy, were laid before 
him. Since his arrival in addition 
to his: discussion with representa- 
tives of Great Fritain, France and 
Italy, respecting the general peace 
settlement, he had been advwéged with 
regard to the. conference held be- 
tween the governments concerning 
the methods of organization for the 
relief of these populations. 

“The allies and the United States 
are in agreement that relief must be 
furnished and that the’ working out 
of relief of this character on a large 


similar in character to that of the 
method successful in the French and 
British command in the operations 
of the allies on land and sea, respec- 
_ tively. 

“The allied governments had ad- 
vised the president that they de- 
sired that the United States should 
take the, lead in the organization 
and administration of relief. Under 


this arrangement . between the 
United States and@ the allied coun- 
tries there are being appointed two 
representatives of each government 
to secure the co-operation of food, 
finances and shipping resources in 
the solution of the prenrene eon- 
nected with the relief. ' 

“The president has appointed Mr. 
Herbert Hoover and Mr. Norman 
Davis as the two American repre- 
sentatives in the council, and Mr. 
Hoover will act as director general 
of the undertaking. The French 
government has appointed M. 
Clementel, minister of commerce, 
and M. Vilgrain, minister of food, 
as their representatives. The Brit- 
ish ahd Italian représentatives have 
not as yet been announced. The 
president has asked Mr. Hoover to 
call the first meeting of the council 
as quickly as the delegates are 
named.”

State Board of Health 
Produces Vaccine to Pre- 
vent Complications Aft- 
er Influenza Attacks. 


REDUCE FATALITIES 
FULLY 95 PER CENT 


Not Influenza Preventa- 
tive, But ‘Will Prevent 
Pneumonia Following an 
Attack in ae Cases. 
Doctors to Be Supplied. 


The state board of health after 
working night and day for the past 
week has produced a vaccine which 
it offers to the physicians of the 
state for the use through them of 
the people of Georgia to lessen the 
serious complications following in- 
fluenza and in this way prevent 
pneumonia. 

Today enough vaccine has been 
produced to vaccinate 1,000 fersons, 
and as the demand for the serum 
increases more will be made. The 
state department has been assisted 
by the federal authorities, and the 
bacteria from which the vaccine has 
been made were obtained from Fort 
McPherson, where splendid results 
were obtained from the use of the 
vaccine. 

The treatment consists of three 
injections of the vaccine, the first 
dose being one-half the quantity of 
fluid used in the second and third 
injections, though all three doses 
are of the same strength. It may 
be completed in six days. The shots 
are given every three days until 
the three are taken. There is no 
systemic shock as theré sometimes 
is in the use of typhoid serum. The 
patient feels no bad effects with 
the exception of a little soreness 
caused by: the needle in puncturing 
the afm. 


}. F, Sellers, director of the taboratory 
for the state department, that the 
pneumonia that follows an attack 
of influenza is different from any 
other type of pneumonia. 

“The fingers and nails turn blue, 
the lips turn blue,” continued Mr. 
Sellers, “and a complete disintegra- 
tion of the red blood cells is the 
distinctive feature of this type of 
pneumonia. 

“Cultures taken from patients 
who died of pneumonia following 
influenza at Fort MePherson have 
been smeared on glass covered with 
human blood and the organism de- 
stroyed the blood cells leaving the 
glass clear of blood as far as they 
ate.” 

The board of health states that 
the serum it. had prepared is not 
an influenza preventative and ¢ 
as in the case of other serums 
will not immunize every one tak- 
ing it, but at least it has been 95 
p ent effective in its use in 
camps™e d army hospitals in Geor+ 
gia. ° 

The board also wishes it under- 
stood that the serum will not be 
administered at the office in the 
capitol], but it will be distributed 
free to all who apply for it. 

To Observe Effects. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secretary 
of the board, and Mr. Sellers sug- 
gest that any one wishing to take 
the serum should have a doctor ad- 
minister it. Doctors may obtain the 
serum for the treatment of their 
patients. They smnounce that it is 
too late to take the serum after 
influenza has set in. 

The board will make. observations 

of the efficiency of the serum in 
different localities and reports on 
this will be made by the county 
health officers to the state depart- 
ment. 
In regard to the vaccine that is 
ready for state-wide distribution to- 
day, the board makes the following 
statement: 


After a week’s conference in Chicago of 
health officers from all over the United 
States, called for the specific purpose of 
devising ways and means for the preven- 
tion and spread of influenza, we are as 
much at sea as before we went. One fact is 
certain—the exact organism (germ) that is 
causing influenza is unknown. Until the 
specific organism is found no specific 
means of prevention can be put into effect. 
One set of health officers, with statistics to 
back their argument, think vaccine is the 
effective preventative. Another set of 
health officers, wfth statistics to back their 
argument, think vaccine is “A failure. One 
set of public health officers say the closing 
of all public assemblies is effective. An- 
other set are equally certain that closing 
has no effect on the spread of the disease, 
However, it has been determined that it is 
not influenza, but pneumonia and strepto- 
coccus infection, following influenza, that 
are causi most of the deaths. The bac- 
teriologists have definitely determined the 
types of t organisms. 

In taking the vaccine to Immunize one 
against these diseases it must be r@fnem- 
bered that at best immunization will last 
only a few weeks. Also, it will not im- 
munize every one taking it. With these 
facts clearly fixed in our minds, the Geor- 
gia state board of health has prepared for 
distribution a mixed vaccine composed of 
the organiems found in cases occurring fn 
Georgia. We offer this vaccine to the 
physicians to give to the people of Georgia 
—not as a preventative nor curative of in- 
finenza, but with the hope that it will 
lessen -to some extent the serious complica 
tions following influenza. We base this 
hope upon the excellent results obtained by 
the base hospital te at Fort Me- 
Phersqn from. @ . vac along the 
same lines.

“We are wondering whether the 
so-called ‘influenza’ epidemic has 
struck you at home. It is all over 
Europe and here in India is making 
gmreat ravages. We can count five or 
six corpses in the river back of our 
house at any time; s0 many People 
are dying that the living cannot 
burn the bodies as is customary, but 
leave them by the road or toss them 
into the river. This is keeping gov- 
ernment sanitary and police officers 
busy. Allahabad is not having near- 
ly so bad a case as many cities in 
these provinces and in the Panjab. 

“We just had word last night of 
the death of a friend in Lahore, who 
was one of the literary secretaries 
of the National Y. M. C. A., Howard 
A. Walter. He had been sent out to 
India to make a careful study of 
Islam and to work up literature on 
this subject only a few days ago. 
He had a weak heart and the influ- 
enza carried him off in a few days. 

“Generally the death rate among 
Europeans and Americans is much 
lower than among Indians, the latter 
being generally poorly nourished 
and anaemic. I hear that in South 
Africa the epidemic was much more 
deadly than in India.”

This man 
earns $100 a month and gives to his 
family $80 a month.

The report shows t during the 
year 1918 there were /cawWwi 
from 1917 390 cases, and t 
311 new-cases taken up. 
recorder’s court 197 casés 
to the probation office, 
were transferred from the o 
the court for adjudication, 67 cases 
were handled by the recorder which 
had been transferred to his court. 

During the year 451 visits were 
made to homes in the city, andthe 


number of personal complaints made

Other states—not all, by any 
means, but some of them—already 
have taken such steps; and since 
no state has done more toward

SURPRISED THE WORLD. 


The military efficiency that the 
United States demonstrated, the 
speed and thoroughness with which 
it mobilized its war-making re- 
sources, not only brought Germany 
to its senses with a start, but it 
proved a distinct revelation to the 
rest of the world. 

Japan was completely surprised 
at our “wonderful transformation” 
from a peace to an effective war 
basis. Conspicuous among the con- 
tributions upon this subject is an 
article by Dr. Shigeo Suyehiro, a 
professor of Kyoto university, in 
which the writer declares pointed- 
ly that— : 

“There is no disguising the fact 
that prior to the war the Japanese 
did not believe in the military 
strength of America, but the pres- 
ent titanic striggle has demon- 
strated beyond all doubt the error 
of the Japanese estimate. The United 
States has become a great military 
power at a bound, and her navy is 
only second to that of Great Brit- 
ain. The financial resources of 
America are something tremendous. 
It is stated that America would be 
able to keep the war going for a 
quarter of a century at the rate of 
expenditure which she spent for the 
first year.” 


“Nor is this all,” says Dr. Suye- 
hiro farther on, for— 


“The material and spiritual sac- 
rifices made by the Americans in 
the cause of the war, as evidenced 
in these and other things, are really 
wonderful, showing, as they do, the 
greatness of America and her peo- 
ple.” 


This Japanese teacher, thinker 
and writer considers that “it would 
be the height of absurdity” for 
Japan to pick a quarrel with the 
United States. 

Japan has no intention of em- 
barking upon such an absurdity. 

Without reference to Japan or to 
any other particular nation, it is not 
denied that America’s demonstra- 
tion of its military possibilities has 
been a fine thing and had a whole- 
some effect, both at home and 
abroad. And our war record—as 
much in our factories, on the farm 
and in the training camps as on the 
ocean or upon the battlefields—ts 
one of which every American citi 
zen, wherever he is to be found, 
might well be proud. :

Their deeds of heroic 
daring, brilliant in conception and 
thrilling in execution, constitute a 
chapter in the world’s war which 
justifies a real pride in every citi- 
zen of the state. When these boys 
left conditions were such as to pré- 
vent a proper send-off, and it is but 
fitting that on their return home 
the state of Georgia should recog- 
nize their personal. sacrifice and 
their unswerving courage on . the 
field of battle. 

There is some uncertainty as to 
the plans of the war department 
with reference to the time of their 
return and the method of their dis- 
charge. Certain it is that the 
movement to properly receive and 
welcome these gallant sons of 
Georgia should be state-wide in its 
scope and, in my judgment, it is not 
at all too early to begin making 
preparation for that event.

Lieutenant Frank O'Driscoll Hun-

Today is the last day that regis- 
trants will be received for the new 
term at Tech Night school, which 
opens on Monday evening. All 
young men who anticipate taking 
up the work of the term and have 
not yet put their names down are 
asked to get in touch with Profes- 
sor A. B. Morton, dean of the night 
school, on the Tech campus. 

Anticipating a greatly increased 
demand for architectural draftsmen 
and other draftsmen required in 
building lines, the school has made 
special preparations to care for a 
large number of men in mechanical 
drawing.

Chaingang Sentences in 
Blind Tiger and Pistol 


“Toting” Cases Urged 
as Cure for These Two 


Evils. 


Drastic forms in court methods 
and chaingang sentences in blind 
tiger and pistol “toting” cases are 
urged by the retiring grand jury as 
the only cure for these two evils. 

Reckless automobile driving, which 
has caused an alarming number of 
deaths in the past few months, is 
also scored in the grand jury pre- 
sentments filed Friday. 

“The principal thoroughfares of 
the city have become speedways,” 
say the presentments, “for reckless 
automobile drivings, resulting in 
many deaths recently.” 

A cure for reckless driving is urg- 
ed in convicting offenders and ime«- 


, posing the severest of penalties. 
, The jury’s presentments, in part, 


follow: 

“An enormous number of homicides fn 
Fulton county involved the illegal carrying 
of pistuls and ‘the sale and illegal posses- 
sion of whiskye Our investigations disclose 
the fact that in most homicide cases the 
killing arises from the hippocket pistol 
habit, or is committed by persons under the 
influence of whisky. 

‘‘We find that the practice bas prevailed 
for quite a while in t police department 
of taking trivial cash nds in many state 
cases, which bonds are forfetted and the 
defendants are never re-arrested. This 
amounts in effect to the imposition of a 
very nominal fine at police station for 
violations of the state laws, and often 
times in cases in which the laws of the 
state dg not authorize a fine as punish- 
ment. 

‘‘And now we come to what {fs probably 


the most serious phase of the situation as — 


suppression of crime in our 
In the great majority of cases’ 
the prosecuting officers procure pleas of 
guilty or cenvictions. But in a large nome 
ber of cases the sentences imposed have 


conununtty. 


| been so exceedingly licht that the law need 


no longer inspire the would-be violator 
with feur. 

‘The: sentence most frequently tfmposed 
for violations of the pisiol and liquor laws 
is a fine of $25 with an alternative chain- 


gang sentence of from three to four months, 
Light Fines Do Not Deter. 


‘We respectfully submit that light fines 
do not deter a person who wants to sell 
whisky and carry concealed Weapons. 

“The selling of whisky is such a lueta- 
tive business that in our opinions no fine 
would deter. 
extreme chaingane sentence on the violators. 
of the prohibition laws the traffic will con- 
tinue unabated in our community. 

“it is our opinion that the light penal- 
ties now being impored will even encour- 
age others to enter this ‘outlawed’ busil- 
ness. Indeed, selling whisky in Atlanta 
has become so profitable and the courts 
have dealt so lightly. with those who have 
been caught that it has induced employees 
in certain industrial plants here to give up 
their employment to go out and ¢become 
‘boot-leggers.’ The selling of whisky con- 
ducive to the pernicious practice of ya- 
grancy and this is the class whe most fre- 
quentiy violate the liquor laws. 

‘Our investigations further disclose that 
most of ihe offenders dealt with have 
well established reputations as ‘professional 
bhoot-leggers’ and have been repeatedly be- 
fore the courts. We do not find any In- 
stance where the home of a law-abiding 
citizen has been invaded by the officers of 
the law searching for whisky. On the con- 
trary the officers have been very cautious 
in making searches and generally use 
Search warrants, and where warrants are 
not used they ‘hive only searched the 
homes of persmis well known as liquor 
sellers, 

‘It is our opinion that the practice of 
the courts in assessing fines has had @ 
tendency to discourage and dishearten the 
officers in the discharge of their duty. And 
is our opinion that, if such a policy is 
continued it will have a most disastrous 
ettect,

find, without exception, that the 
complaints of these officers is that ther 
have not had the proper co-operation of the 
courts which is needed to make their work 
effective. And the policy of the courts 
in tining what the officers call ‘repeaters’ 
instead of putting them in the chaingang 
has put an additional burden on them in 
having to bring these same offenders be- 
fore the courts time after time. We re 
spectfully recommend severe penalties for 
all offenders where they have previously 
been convicted for the same offense,

be given chaingang sentences, Or. where 
the facts warrant a fine, that the fine im- 
posed be sufficiently large to operate as & 
deterring, influence. And where the second 
offense is committed that a straight chain- 
gang sentence be imposed, 

“That the practice of accepting cash 
bonds at the police station in cases tnvoly- 
ing violations of state laws and allowing 
the defendant to forfeit his bond without 
being brought to trial, be abolished. 

‘That the practice of imposing fines im 
marvor’s court in those cases which 
involve violations of the state laws, without 
oonunitting the offender to the proper state 
court, be. discontinued. 

Probation System. 

‘‘That no offender be admitted to pro- 
bation except after a most careful and 
paiustaking investigation by the probation 
officers into the personal history and char- 
acter of the. offender. 

‘That in view

“That we deplore the fact that many of 
the principal thorouchfares of the city have 
been converted into veritable wee pag 
by reckless automobile drivers, resulting In 
many deaths recently.

It will 
take 72,000 acres from Chattahoo- 
chee county and 50,000 acres from 
Muscogee county. It is to be a huge 
military establishment where the 
war department will conduct infan- 
try maneuvers and a school of rifle 
and machine gun fire.

URGE THE ADOPTION 
OF COLOMBIAN TREATY 


New York, January 3.—Resolu- 
tions passed by American business 
men resident in Colombia, members 
of the chamber of commerce of that 
republic, copies of which were re- 
ceived here today, urged the adop- 
tion and approval by congress of 
the long pending treaty which pro- 
vides for the payment of $25,000,000 
indemnity to Colombia for the par- 
tition of Panama. . 

Regret wes expressed that the 
“close friendship” between the two 
republics, which had existed for 
nearly a century and which had 
been based upon America’s action 
in being the first to “officially rec- 
ognize the independence of Colom- 
bia after the long and sanguinary 
struggles of the great liberator,” 
had been “strained” for the past 


15 years. . 


The resolution further stated that 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
of Colombia, in urging the adoption 
of the treaty, is confident such ac- 
tion will re-establish “the confi- 
dence constantly expressed by the 
people of Colombia in the absolute 
desire of the American people to be 
pe to all peoples and to all na- 

ons.” 


1,500 TROOPS LAND 
AT NEWPORT NEWS 


Newport News, Va., January 3.— 
With Lieutenant Colonel W. W. Mer- 
rill, of Cincinnati, Ohio,: in com- 
mand, the entire 62nd Coast Artil- 
lery corps, the 402d Casual company, 
the 76th Division Cadre, and 
wounded men and officers debarked 
at pier 4 this morning from the U. 
S. S. Antigone, of which Captain 
Hugo Osterhaus is master, The An- 
tigone arrived in port vesterday 
evening, but because of the dense 
Og over the James river the de- 
barkation of cone was postponed 
until 8:30 o'clock this morning. 

The total number on board was 
about 2,600. The six batteries of 
the Fifty-second Coast. artillery 
comprised 1,500 men; the 402d Casual 
company about 150 men and the 7éth 
Division Cadre about 80 men The 
casual company was made up of men 
chosen from various units in France 
and the 76th Division Cadre is what 
was left of the division when prac- 
tically all the outfits were sent as 
a part of the army of occupation 
into Germany. 

Lieutenant Colonel Merrill stated 
his regiment left the states a year 
ago as a part of.the. first 35,000 
coast artillerymen, from Port Ad- 
ams, Mass. Upon arriving in France 
they were made railway artillery- 
men, whose work it was to blow up 
the Hun ammunition bases and rail- 
roads behind the battle lines. There 
were few casualties in the regiment, 
he said. The troops fought for six- 
teen months in the heart of the con- 
flict. The guns fired were 32 cen- 
timeters, or about 13 inches. They 
were in the Argonne when the armi- 
stice was signed, it was said. 

In speaking of the trip across the 
ocea Lieutenant Colonel Merrill 
stated the voyage was without mis- 
hap. There had been no sickness on 
board, he said, since the ship left: 
France December,.22. The sea was 
rough at times, but the weather was 
comparatively warm and the men 
coe board thoroughly enjoyed the 
trip. 


FOOD COMMISSION 
ARRIVES IN VIENNA 


Vienna, January 3.—An entente 
food commission under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Alonzo Taylor, of the 
American food administration, has 
arrived here to investigate the food 
situation. After three days in Vien- 
na the commission will go to Buda- 
pest to induire into the situation 
there.

Germany’s Battleships 
Useless and Would Be 
Very Expensive, Says 
Rodman — Would Keep 
Smaller Warships. 


Washington, January 3.—Destruc- 
tion of all capital ships of the 
German navy surrendered to the 
allies was recommended to the 
house naval affairs committee to- 
day by Rear Admiral Rodman, who 
commanded the American fleet in 
the North sea during the war. 

Admiral Rodman declared the 
ships would not be needed; that 
they are of different types than 
those of the allies and that it would 
be a waste of money to pay to 
maintain them. 

Expense ef Maintenance. 

“During the war the combined 
British and American fleets have 
had such a predominating superiori- 
ty over the German fleet that it 
dared not come out and fight us,” 
Admiral Rodman said. “If that 
supremacy could be maintained 
when the German fleet was in ex- 
istence what would be the object 
in adding the German ships to our 
forces when the danger of their 
attacking us has been removed? 

“The expenses of maintaining the 
ships would be enormous. The 
types are entirely different from 
those of the British and American 
fleets. They are equipped with 
different guns and use a different 
kind of ammunition. The expense 
of making them correspond to ours 
would be almost prohibitive. 

Herd of White Elephants. 

“furthermore, there is no object 
for. the allies to keep them 
protection. By the time Germany 
can build @ew ones and again be- 
come a competitor for the world’s 
largest fleet these ships will have 
become obsolete and would have to 
be thrown away anyhow.” 

Admiral Rodman said the ships 
should: be taken out in the North 
sea and sunk “so deep that they 
never could be found again,” adding 
that if the allies kept them they 
would soon find that they “have 
annexed a herd of white elephants.” 

The admiral thought all the sur- 
rendered vessels except the capita! 
ships should be kept. “It would 
be foolish to sink the submarines, 
destroyers and light cruisers,” he 
“and they will be very use- 
ful for years to come. My belief 
is that everything worth while in 
the German navy should be kept, 
but that everything which can be 
dispensed with should be discard- 


When news came fro Paris re- 
cently that the American*‘peace del- 
egation was disposed to favor sink- 
ing German craft, the statement 
was authorized that President Wil- 
oon regerced the plan as wholly 

esirable. 
Oe Admiral Rodman said fhe pro- 
posed annual visits of the British 
fleet to this country and of the 
American fleet to England would 
help greatly to cement the feeling 
of friendship between the nations. 

“On one occasion when hing 
George visited the American ship 
New York,” Admiral Rodman said, 


“he heartily approved of these “pro- | 


posed visits, saying that they would 
tend towards making» permanent 
‘the feeling of friendship which is 
infinitely more binding than any 
treaty that could be signed.’ The 
king suggested that part of the fleet 
accompany the Prince of Wales 
when he comes here next spring. 

American Squadron Cleanest. 

The admiral said it was freely 
admitted” among British officers 
that the American squadron was 
the cleanest and best kept-of the 
grand fleet, so much so that it was 
set as a standard for excellency. 
The British admiralty appointed a 
commission to learn how the high 
degree of cleanliness and efficiency 
was maintained, he said, and the 
emperrority of American mechanism 
and “Yankee ingenuity” was found 
to be responsible. 

Speaking of the number of,men 
required to man ships in_ peace 
times, Admiral Rodman said there 
should be enough to man all the 
guns, meke full speed with thvee 
watches in the engine room and to 
provide for replacement. No reduc- 
tion in the personnel should be 
made for the sake of economy, he 
said, which would result in this 
country some day being “caught 
napping.” 

Adoption of the British Iight 
cruiser type was urged by Admiral 
Rodman. The type had been tested 
in every form of warfare and had 


responded wonderfully at all times, 


he said. The construction of bat- 
tleships should continue as outlined 
by Secretary Daniels, he said, “be- 
cause when all is said and done, 
battleships are the backbone of the 


navy.”

Centractors Protest. 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 3.—More ere 


than 200 war material manufacturers 
from all parts of the United States 
and Canada in an all-day session 
here today organized the associa- 
tion of manufacturers of War ma-« 
terials, with a view to concerted ef- 
fort to ask congress to enact legis- 
lation which will permit payment 
by the government of obligations 
arising from informal contracts en- 
tered into under the stress of war 
conditions. 

Unless speedy discharge of these 
obligations, aggregating over $1,- 
500,000,000 is made possible, serious 
disturbance of the country’s indus- 
trial conditions was predicted. 

The manufacturers adopted a res- 
olution recommending the immedia 
passage of the Dent bill, with neces- 
sary amendments to meet the sit- 
uation, asking Secretary of War 
Baker to take steps immediately 
to check the claims of sub-contrac- 
tors and urging immediate payment 
of such amounts as “may clearly 
appear to be due.” 

The contractors unanimously op- 
posed the plan of Senator Hitch- 
cock, legalizing the contracts in 
question, but placing adjustment of 
the obligations in the hands of a 
‘“‘non-interested commission.” They 
contended the Hitchcock method 
would interminably delay settlement 
of their claims.

Same Exalted Principle. 

“Then back of it all, and through 
it all, running like the golden thread 
that wove it together, was our 
Rnowledge that the people of Italy 
had gone into this war for the 
same exalted principle of right and 


the new situation before a for a 
moment. The distinguishing fact 
of this war is that great empires 
have gone to pieces. And the char- 
acteristics of those empires are that 


they held different peoples reluct- 
antly together under the coercion of 
force and the seronece of intrigue. 

“The great difficulty among such 
states as those of the Balkans has 
been that they were always acces- 
sible to secr influence; and they 
were always penetrated by intrigue 
of some sort or another; that north 
of them lay disturbed populations, 
which were held together: not by 
Sympathy and friendship, but by the 
coercive force of a military power. 

“Now the intrigue is checked and 
the bands are broken, and what 
we are going to provide is a new 
cement to hoid-the people together. 
They have not been accustomed to 
being independent. They must now 
be independent. 

“I am sure that you recognize the 
principle as I do—that it is not our 
privilege to say what sort of a gov- 
ernment they should set up. But 
we are friends of those people, and 
it is our duty as their friends to 
see to it that some kind of protec- 
tion is thrown around them—some- 
thing supplied which will hold them 


mosphere gathering, that desire to 
do justice, that desire to establish 
friendliness, that desire to make 
peace rest upon right; and with this 
common purpose no obstacles nee 
be formidable. . 


Criticises Balance of Power. 


“The only use of an obstacle is 
to be overcome. All that an ob- 
stacle does with brave men is not 
to frighten them, but to challenge 
them. So that it ought to be our 
pride to overcome everything that 
stands in the way. 

“We know that there cannot be 
another balance ol power. That has 
been tried and found wanting, for 
the best of all réasons that it does 
not stay balanced inside itself, and 
a weight which does not hold to- 
gether cannot constitute a make- 
weight in the affairs of men. 

“Therefore, there must be some- 
thing substituted for the balance of 
power, and I am happy to find ev- 
erywhere in the air of these great 
nations, the conception that that 
thing must be a thoroughly united 
league of nations. 

“What men once considered the- 
oretical and idealistic turns out to 
be practical and necessary. We 
stand at the opening of a new age

vantageous reforms suggested were 
the working. out of economies 
through eliminating useless compe- 
tition, common use of ears, loco- 
motives, shops, ticket offices, stand- 
ardization of equipment, elimination 
of circuitous routes, and in general, 
operation of the railroads as a na- 
tional. system instead of as local 
competing units. 

*T am frank to say that I do not 
believe that these important reforms 
can possibly be accomplished if we 
are to have in the future several 
hundred different railroad companies 
as we have had in the past,” con- 
tinued the director general, “or even 
a hundred or even fifty different 
railroad companies. I believe they 
can all be accomplished either 
through a comparatively few rail- 
road companies or through single 
federal control.” 


One of the strongest arguments 
for unified control, the director gen- 
eral said, is the necessity of deal- 
ing with periodic conditions of 
transportation stringency, which di- 
versified private managements have 
not been able to meet because of 
lack of thorough co-operation. 
Turning to co-ordination of the 
rail systems with inland water- 
wavs, Mr. McAdoo said: A 

“It has seemed to me evident that 
by developing transportation on the 
waterways and co-ordinating and 
articulating them with a_ unified

Says Christy Was Drunk. 

Mrs. Febuary stated Friday that 
she had knowrg Christy for several 
years, and said that she had taken 
him home because he was in @ 
bewildered condition as the result 
of drink, but he would not stay 
there and had followed her to the 
car. She stated that she 
had met Christy and his -sister on 
the street, but his sister stated that 
he had an engagement, and so she 
agreed to walk home with Christy. 
She futher said, in part: 
“T am sure that jealousy was not 
the cause for the shooting, but I 
think that Christy was just a spoil- 
ed boy. saw him just before 
Christmas and he stated that he 
had just secured some whisky and 
was going to have a good time. Sev- | 
eral days later I saw him and he 
said he had stayed sober during 
Christmas,* but was going to get 
drunk on New Year's. 

“T have known Albright ever 
since I was first married when Mr. 
Febuary and I_ boarded at his 
mdther’s house. He nas been at our 
house many time, where we would 
have social games of cards. 

“T had known Christy for a long 
time, and his mother and sister-were 
also good friends of mine. Christy 
lost his wife about three years ago, 
and since that time he has been 
dxinking more than was good f 
him. I took an interest in him and 
tried to get him to quit, but he 
would not.” 

Lindsey’s Testimony. 

Detective Guy Lindsey, whe Ses 
dence to play in the game of set-

Connected With Police. 

Febuary, who is now employed 
in the United States district attor- 
ney’s office, was for years connect- 
ed with the police department. He 
has been married for fifteen y@¢ars. 
and has no children. He stated 
that he hardly knew Christy, but 
that his mother and sister were 
good friends of his wife. He said 
that Albright had been threatened 
and followed, and that he did the 
only thing he could have done un- 
der the circumstances. 

The dead man was the son of 
the late J. R. Christy, who was for 
a number of years court. reporter 
in the northern judicial circuit. His 
father died about seven years ago. 
His grandfather was John H. 
Christy, of Athens, who many years 
ago was a member of congress. Be- 
sides his mother he is survived by 
three sisters, Mrs. Nell Carithers, 
Mrs. Irene Holmes and. Mrs. M. F. 
all of Atlanta, and one 
brother, 8. I. Christy, of Charles- 
ton, Wash. 

Albright is the son of Mrs. C. M. 
Thornton, of 368 Peachtree street, 
who was shocked when she heard of 
the tragedy.

New York, January 3.—Plens for 
routing inland freight intended for 
export, including food for the Amer- 
ican army and for starving people 
in Europe by way of Atlantic and 
gulf ports, thus avoiding congestion; 
especially at Boston, Philadelphia 
and New York, were discussed at a 


conference here today attended by 
army and navy officers, representa- 
tives of ‘the federal railroad and 
food administrations and other gov- 
ernment bodies, and trans-Atlantic 
steamship companies, 
While no definite arrangements 
were “nade, representations were 
made by government representa- 
tives and gailroad officials to the 
steamship companies to scatter 
their tonnage at ports from. the 
New England coast to the Mexican 
border. The steamship officials lef 
the conference after promising to 
confer among themselves in an ef- 
fort to meet the needs of the ex- 
porters in order to expedite the 
loading ang sending of shipments. 
Big Ports Congested. 
Food and supplies are accumu- 
lated on the piers of New York to 
such an extent that it is impossible 
for it to be handled or for cargo 
space to be provided for its trans- 
portation abroad. Similar conditions 
are declared to exist in Boston and 
Philadelphia, with the situation be- 
coming serious, 
Three principal causes are as- 
signed. One is the s§rike of freight 
handlers, which was reported to be 
spreading today. Another was a 
disposition on the part of ship own- 
ers to put their vessels in dry dock 
upon being relieved from the war 
strain, instead of ‘centinuing the 
ships in trade. Still another was 
the holiday season, with consequent 
decrease in labor facilities regard- 
less of existing strike conditions. 
Regarding the ship situation, it 
was declared vessels for use by the 
food administration had not become 
available in the tonnage *xpected, 
and other vessels expected to arrive 
in New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia to carry shipments across the 
Atlantic had been delayed by 
storms. 

Embarge Only Temporary. 
Washington, January 3.—Officlals 
of the railroad administration to- 
night expressed confidence that the 
embargo on the movement of export 
freight into New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia, imposed by regional 
officials, would prove only tempo- 
rary. The general traffic situation 
was said to be excellent. 


The holiday season, labor ineffi- 
ciency and accumulation of export 
freight for Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia, were the reasons given 
for the embargo in telegrams noti- 
fying the lines affected of the re- 
strictions on loading. \ 
Describing the embargo as a 
“gate,” officials of the railroad ad- 
“gate” had 
been closed as a precautionary 
measure to prevent congestion until 
the loss of time due to the holidays 
and the strike of freight handlers 
could be overcome. Ports outside’ 
the zone of congestion, such at Bal- 
timore and Norfolk, could be util- 
ized to a greater extent for export, it 
was said, but officials here believe 
the situation will be cleared before 
that becomes necessary. 


Von Scheer Resigns. 


Copenhagen, January 2.—Admiral 
Reinhardt von Scheer, chief of the 
German admiralty staff, has resign- 
ed, gecording to advices from Ber- 
lin.” His resignation, it was said, 
was voluntary.

After the preliminary conference 
between the four allied powers 
which will open on Japuary 13, 
says The Journal, there will be a 
second econference at which the 
other allied states will be corfsulted 
om questions interesting them. These 
two preparatory conferences will be 
héld at the French foreign office. 

The peace congress proper, the 
newspaper adds, will be held at 
Versailles. The debates wil! not be 
made',public, but reports will be is- 
sued daily. 

Other newspapers say the French 
and allied delegates will be assisted 
by technical advisers on each of the 
great questions which will be dis- 
cussed. These advisers already 
have been working for several 
weeks.
